This smile and the metal 
presence of the man provide 
something of reassurance. They 
recall that he spent his years in 
Paris at a time when the young 
republic was in mortal peril. 


We had such superb diplomats 
in our beginnings that it is strange 
we developed so dim a view of 
the art in later years. These 
are new times, of course, and 
the ways of diplomacy have, of 
necessity, been changed. © But, 
though the manners and the tech- 
niques are not what they were, 
the essence of diplomacy itself re- 
mains unaltered, 


Diplomacy is, as it always has 
been, a continuing compromise 
between what is desirable and 
what is possible. 


This country possesses now a’ 
number of able diplomats. They 
are somewhat obscured, as are 
those of all nations, by the. totali- 
tarian, monolithic presence of the 
Communist powers with Moscow 
as their spokesman. The _ tech- 
nique of the summit, more often 
than not a mirage on the desert 
of tensions, has damaged and 
eroded the customary relation- 
ships of diplomats. 


Necessary Function 


Even so, diplomacy, however 
much rejected and , re 
mains a necessary function of in- 
ternational life, Whether we at- 
tain its ends through a scindint | 
a meeting of foreign ministers, 
or committees, the end remains 
constant—to obtain a compromise 
between what is desirable and 
what is possible. 


Perhaps the most formidable 
of all negotiators is power. It, 
or lack of it, is present at every 
negotiating table, be it that of 
the UAW and an automobile man- 
ufacturer, or the Russians and 
the Western allies. 


During the years of our monop- 
oly on the atomic bomb, we could 
have demanded, and obtained, 
diplomatic agreements not now 
possible. This conclusion generally 
is accepted, although, like all gen- 
eralities, it is not without flaw. 
We reach it in a time when con- 
ditions are changed. We do not 
know how our adversary would 
have reacted—or where. Nonethe- 
less, this nation could have sat 
down at any negotiating table 
with a monopoly of fearsome 
power as a trump card. 


Today, the Russians believe 
that power is on their side. They 
would have an overwhelming ad- 
vantage in any conventional con- 
test. Their divisions in East Ger- 
many outnumber the available 
NATO divisions by more than 
three to one. They have an edge 
in ICBM rockets. 


Strong Cards 


They possess additional strong 
cards. There is no enthusiasm in 
the NATO nations for any sort of 
war to unify Germany. The Ger- 
mans, despite their unquestioned 
loyalty to NATO, are not sup- 
ported by any strong public opin- 
ion in either France or Italy. 
France’s internal position is ex- 
plosive. If it should blow, the 
Western position in Europe would 
be not merely weakened, but en- 
dangered.

No matter what their individual po- 
litical beliefs, all Americans were shocked 
and dismayed by the news that House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn is incurably ill 
of cancer. Mr. Sam, known also as “Mr. 
Democrat,” is so truly American that

MILLEDGEVILLE — In a case 
which has attracted worldwide 
attention, Superior Cort Judge 
George Carpenter Friday will hear 
an appeal for a new trial in the 
death-sentence murder conviction 
of a 15-year-old Negro boy. 


The youth, Preston Cobb Jr., 
was found guilty by a Jasper. 
County jury of the shooting of a 
retired white farmer, Frank Cole- 
man Dumas. 


Cobb originally was sentenced 
fo die in the electric chair on 
Sept. 22. The execution was stayed 
by appeal. 


He will be represented in court 
Friday by Donald L. Hollowell of 
Atlanta, who was retained by the 
National Association of the Ad- 
vancement of Colored perry s after 
the original trial. 


Hollowell is expected to argue 
that the youth is entitled. to a 
new trial on grounds that Ne- 
groes have been systematically 
excluded from Jasper County 
juries for more than 40 years. 


The attorney also may empha- 
size Cobb's extreme youth. 


Although persons 14 or older 
may be executed in Georgia, Cobb 
would have been the youngest 
person in history to die in Geor- 
gia's electric chair had the sen- 
tence been carried out on sched- 
ule. 


The sentencing of Cobb brought 
protests from throughout the 
world.

45 minutes’ deliberation. It did 
not recommend mercy, thus mak- 
ing the death sentence manda-

Convicted Ferguson Gets fe vaio bake Bais 
Death Sentence Again

DOUGLASVILLE—Billy Homer Ferguson was 
convicted and sentenced to die in the electric chair by a 
Douglas County jury Thursday night. 


Luke A. Brown, a Douglasville 


television repairman. Brown was 
found shot to death in his TV re- 
pair shop in Douglasville early on 
the morning of July 17, 1958. 


As the unsmiling jurors filed 
back into the courtroom of Judge 
W. A. Foster Jr. shortly after 9 
p.m. on Thursday, the crowd 
waiting for the verdict since mid- 
afternoon quickly and quietly 
filled the courtroom. The fore- 
man, E. C. Dodson, stood and an- 
nounced the guilty verdict. 


Defense attorney Bud Asher im- 
mediately demanded that the jury 
be polled. 


Judge Foster called the 23-year- 
old defendant before him. The 
youth stood with his hands 
crammed in the pockets of his 
navy blue suit. He licked his lips 
and blinked as the judge sen- 
tenced him to die by electrocution 
on the first day of December be- 
tween 10 a.m. and 2 p.m. 


Ferguson’s mother, who had 
remained calmly at his side 
throughout the trial, bent her 
head onto her hands on the de- 
fendant’s table as the judge ex- 
plained her son could have 
friends or relatives with him at

Reynolds 
Judge Steps 
Out of Case 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY 

Judge Henry Durrence of Clax- 
ton Thursday complied with a 
request from attorneys of Mrs. 
Muriel Reynolds and disqualified 
himself to preside in any future 
aspects of the Richard J. Reyn- 
olds divorce case, in which a 
new trial has been ordered by 
the Georgia Supreme Court. 


In a page-long order which dis- 
claimed “any intentional partial- 
ity or unfairness to either party,” 
Judge Durrence appointed Judge 
George R. Lilly of the Southern 
judicial circuit in Quitman, to 
act in his place. 

WAS OVERRULED 


“Tl do not wish or desire to 
further preside in or to take 
any further action in connection 
with the trial and conduct of 
this case where either party al- 
leges or contends that I am 
unfair or partial,” Judge Dur- 
rence stated in his order. 


The State Supreme Court over- 
ruled Judge Durrence on 39 
counts when Mrs. Reynolds ap- 
pealed a divorce granted Reyn- 
olds in May 1960. It ordered a 
retrial in a decision handed down 
Sept. 8, and denied Reynolds’ 
motion for reconsideration Oct. 3. 


IN GERMANY 


Reynolds, 54-year-old tobacco 
heir and squire of Sapelo Island, 
did not appear at the first di- 
vorce trial, claiming he was too 
ill from a lung affliction. He is 
currently in Friedrichshafen, Ger- 
many, as is his fourth wife, the 
former Dr. Annemarie Schmitt, 
32, to whom he was married 
while Mrs. Muriel Reynolds’ ap- 
peal on the divorce was pending. 
Since the voiding of the divorce 
he is reported living apart from 
his German wife. 


In a letter to Judge Durrence, 
Mrs. Reynolds’ attorneys said the 
judge did not allow her opportu- 
nity to defend herself, adding ‘‘it 
would be impossible for her in 
the future to obtain before you 
the means and opportunity to ade- 
quately prepare and make her 
defense and have a fair trial.’’ 


VIOLATION CHARGED 


The letter, signed by E. Smythe 
Gambrell, leading counsel for Mrs. 
Reynolds, charges that Judge Dur- 
rence violated a Georgia code 
section which prohibits a judge 
from expressing approval or dis- 
approval of a verdict or com- 
mending or complimenting a jury 
for discharging their duty.

As a: last recort, the state's 
highest | court said, the ‘anion 
should be stopped “‘from spefiding 
any monies for political purposes” 
through an injunction if the money 
cannot be kept separate. 


‘The order came as the union 
case dropped back down the lad- 
der it had climbed all the way to 
the Supreme Court earlier this 
year. Six railway clerks are fight- 
ing to stop the union from spend- 
ing their money on political ac- 
tivities. 


The nation’s highest court upset 
decisions rendered by the Georgia 
Supreme Court and Bibb Superior 
Court, but left them with some 
power to use their discretion. 


POWER OF ACTION 


It was this power that the Geor- 
gia Supreme Court sought to use, 
saying the higher court denied the 
unions the right to use an em- 
ploye’s “‘exacted funds to support 
political causes which he opposes.” 


Union officials have offered to 
refund the six members’ money if 
they will drop the case. but ‘‘we 
decline to give such direction” to 
the case, the Georgia justices said, 


Instead, they outlined two posi- 
tive steps in the order written by 
Justice Bond Almand and agreed 
to by all judges except Judge Ben- 
ning Grice, who did not partici- 
pate, 


BIBB PROBE DIRECTED 


The Bibb Superior Court Judge 
was directed in the order to set a 
hearing and take evidence, includ- 
ing oral testimony from the union 
chiefs and examination of their 
books and records. 


Purpose of the inquiry would be 
to learn ‘‘the sources and amounts 
of monies the union defendants, 
during a period of time selected 
by the court, have paid out of 
dues and assessments for the sup- 
port of political causes, and for 
the purpose of collective bargain- 
ing.” 


After the information is ob- 
tained, the judge is ordered to 


“devise a fair, practicable and| 


convenient system of making re- 
funds or reductions in dues, fees 
and assessments for the non-oper- 
ating employees who, upon notice 
to the union, object to the use of 
their monies for purposes other 
than collective bargaining.” 


If the judge is able to ‘“‘deter- 
mine whose money is what,” he 
is under orders to find a ‘“‘prac- 
tical method”’ of keeping the un- 
ion from spending the fees of 
union members who object to the 
participation in politics. 


But, said the Georgia court, if 
such a method can’t be found 
‘‘by which the (members) can be 
safeguarded from any harm’’ by 
the use of such political funds, 
then an even stronger step should 
be taken. 


The court “should make use of 
its equity powers to give the pro- 
tection by enjoining the unions 
from spending any monies for 
political purposes,” the order 
said. 

The far-reaching order also said 
that all union members should 
be informed in writing that they 
have a “right to intervene and 
become parties to the case.” 


In its decision last April, the 
U.S. court had so much trouble 
coming to a decision that the 
nine justices wrote five separate 
opinions.

VIENNA—Prof. Vassily Yem- 
elyanov, head of the Soviet Atomic 
Energy Authority, indicated 
Thursday night that Friday's in- 
auguration of Arne Sigvard Ek- 
lund of Sweden as the next di- 
rector general of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency may 
plunge the agency into a crisis 
from which it will not recover. 

_ Replying to this correspondent’s 
inquiries, Yemelyanov said the 
situation was very serious and 
that he will recommend to his 
government that it reconsider its 
policy toward the agency and that 
his recommendation would prob- 
ably include withdrawal from the 
international organization. 


Yemelyanov, who is chief of the 
Soviet delegation to the fifth Gen- 
eral Conference of the Interna- 
tional Organization, added that it 
was for his government to make 
the final decision. 


Yemelyanov said. continued par- 
ticipation in the agency’s work 
would be ‘‘useless’”’ because the 
Western powers had consistently 
frustrated his efforts to contribute 
to programming and had repeat- 
edly refused to cooperate with the 
Soviet Union. 


So far as his own status as the

either to the United Nations or to 
the Big Four heads of govern- 
ment. The Soviet Union, accord- 
ing to sources here, is more in- 
terested in a summit conference. 


The U.S. soundings were termed 
a logical sequel to the recent 
statement by Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
President Kennedy's special rep- 
resentative in West Berlin, that 
West Germany should recognize 
the “reality” of East Germany. 
Clay was also reported to have 
recommended that West Germany 
negotiate with East Germany. The 
topic of such negotiations could 
only be on access rights, since 
reunification is no longer dis- 
cussed. 


At about the same time, Rusk 
expressed the view in Washington 
that the Western powers could not 
resort to a nuclear war to pre- 
vent what West Germany had 
been doing since 1949—negotiating 
with East Germany about civilian 
rights of access to West Berlin 
by land and water. 


Rusk was reliably reported to 
have estimated that 95 per cent 
of the traffic to and from West 
Berlin travels under agreements 
between the two opposing govern- 
ments. Such arrangements have 
been made between West and 
East Germany since 1949.

A hospital spokes- 
man said the only surgery. per- 
formed was that necessary to get 
the tissue sample. 


The speaker's chief physician,

Rayburn’s two sisters, Mrs. W. 
A. Thomas, Dallas, and Mrs.

They have been 
with Rayburn since he entered 
the hospital Monday. 


Rayburn’s elder sister, Miss Lu- 
cinda (Lu) Rayburn, died of can- 
cer May 26, 1956. 


Vice President Lyndon B. John- 
son, a protege of Rayburn, de- 
clined to comment at once when 
he heard that Rayburn has can- 
cer. Johnson is at his ranch near 
Johnson City. 


When severe back pains forced 
the speaker to leave Washington 
Aug. 31, a month before Con- 
gress adjourned, he knew only 
that he had “lumbago.”’ Rayburn 
said that had been the diagnosis 
of physicians in the capital. 


PAINS PERSISTED 


Rayburn went to his home in 
Bonham, where he hoped rest 
would end the pains. They per- 
sisted and his Bonham physician, 
urged him to go to Dallas for 
observation at Baylor Metical 
Center. 


Less than a month ago, Ray- 
burn said persons predicting he 
would never return to Washing- 
ton were “damned fools.” 


Rayburn was first elected to 
Congress in 1912. He had been 
reelected every two years since. 
He served in the House longer 
than any other man in history 
and was speaker twice as long as 
any other man. 


Eight presidents came and went 
while he served in the House. He 
made his position so powerful 
that it was exceeded only by the 


‘powers of the president. ‘Mr. 
Sam,” acknowledging his own 
| power, liked to say that he served 
“with” presidents, not “under” 
‘them. He was adviser to Presi- 
‘dents Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
|Harry Truman and now, Presi- 
pent Kennedy. 


LOST MUCH WEIGHT 


A spokesman for the Medical 
Center said that whether Rayburn 
ever learns he has cancer de- 
pends upon whether he demands 
to be told what is wrong with 
him. 
| If he demands to be told what 
‘is wrong with him, the spokes- 
| man said, it is the hospital's 
| policy to tell him. If he doesn’t

Rayburn has lost considerable 
weight since he left Washington. 


He had been reported “upset”’ 
when he first entered the hospital 
to discover that his hospitaliza- 
tion had created a stir on the 
press and on radio and TV. 


X-rays and blood tests were 
given to him and he had been 
“comfortable,’’ according to hos- 
pital bulletins, 


NO ELABORATION 


It was decided to perform a 
“diagnostic biopsy’’—removal of 
a slice of tissue for microscopic 
examination. 


The biopsy disclosed cancer 
cells. 


The bulletin announcing Ray- 
burn’s condition said: 


“A biopsy of the lymph gland in 
the right groin has been com- 
pleted. The biopsy revealed a 
metastatic malignancy. This indi- 
cated the most likely site of the 
malignancy is the pancreas. No 
further surgery is anticipated.” 


The pancreas, where the cancer 
probably developed, perhaps as 
long as a year or more, is a large 
gland below the stomach. It is in 
the area of the spleemand dis- 
charges matter into the large in- 
testine. 


A friend in Bonham said he 
had been ailing more than a year, 
though his condition did not be- 
come severely painful until about 
three months ago.

INCIDENTS DEPLORED

myko.

With the 
President will be Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk and possibly 
Charles E. Bohlen, the secretary's 
special assistant for Soviet af- 
fairs, and Foy D. Kohler, assistant 
secretary for European affairs. 


EAST GERMAN WOUNDED 


The State department's com- 
ment dealt with exchange of fire 
in Berlin Wednesday that resulted 
in the wounding of an East Ger- 
man policeman. The Communist 
guards were aiming at refugees 
trying to flee East Berlin, but 
their bulleta reportedly landed in 
West Berlin, drawing the retalia- 
tory fire of West Berlin police 
men. 


As the department issued its 
statement, reporta were arriving 
of another shooting incident 
Thursday, 


“The dramatic and tragic story 
speaks for itself and requires no 
embellishment,” ~a~ department 
spokesman said. 


“Together with a number of 
similar incidents, it underscores 
again the nature of the situation 
in East Germany. 


PERILS PEACE 


‘Tt is regretable that action 
by East Berlin authorities forced 
West Berlin police to defend them- 
selves. 


“We have repeatedly empha- 
sized to Soviet authorities in Ber- 
lin the urgent necessity of avoid- 
ing incidents on the East - West 
Berlin sector borders which could 
seriously jeopardize peace and 
public order in Berlin.” 


Administration sources here 
said there were no plans for Rusk 
to meet again with Gromyko 
after Friday's White House ses- 
sion. But another conference could 
be arranged if the talks with the 
President make one advisable, 
they said.

But before that happens, gale 
winds extending as much as 175 
miles from the center of Frances 
are expected to dust Bermuda Fri- 
day with 40 to %&-mile-an-hour 
winds for four or five hours. 


“Some time late Friday Frances 
will tangle with cold air off the 


East Coast,"" said Ray Craft, a'-. 


hurricane forecaster at the wea- 
ther atation here. ‘This air will 
diminish the intensity of the hur- 
ricane’s center, but it could in- 
cease the size of the storm, You 
might say that the cold air will be 
the beginning of the end. Frances 
will die in the polar area without 
hitting any land area.” 


The latest advisory placed 
Frances 360 miles west-southwest 
of Bermuda and 650 miles east of 
St. Augustine, Fla, The hurricane 
was packing winds of 100 miles an 
hour and was moving toward the 
north-northeast at 10 m.p.h.

In Bed --- Until 


A Bad Accident

Sharon is a pretty five-year-old youngster who'd 
“never been sick a day in her life.” But recently she 
was rushed to an Atlanta hospital, where she lay un- 
conscious four hours, in serious condition. 


While the parents waited anx- 
fously for medical reports, 
they were tortured by the 
knowledge that this was an un- 
necessary crisis. The little girl 
was injured at home in a fall 


down the stairs, an accident 
that need never have happened. 
They remembered this long 
after Sharon’s recovery. 


Is your child really safe at 
home? 


Statistics say no. 


Last year accidental deaths 
of children from 5 to 14 jumped 
4 per cent over the previous 
year, according to the Emer- 
gencies Don’t Wait Week com- 
mittee. Nae 


This is a grim enough re 
minder that home is only as 
safe as you make it. But the 
National Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults reports 
that each year between 40,000 
and 50,000 children are perma- 
nently crippled in accidents. 


Accidents alone, they have 
found, kill more children than 
the top seven childhood dis- 
eases combined, The Society 
also points out that most of 
these accidents happen at home 
where a child is presumed to 
be safest. 


In connection with national 
“Emergencies Don’t Wait 
Week,” Oct. 8-15, which seeks 
to alert American families to 
accident hazards in and around 
the home, Dr. John Henderson, 
a leading authority on safety 
and first-aid precautions, of- 
fers this simple—but life-sav- 
ing—program for ‘‘accident- 
proofing’ your home. 


FALLS—More home accidents 
occur from falls than any 
other cause. Keep toys out of 
halls, doorways, driveways and 
off steps. Use nonskid wax on 
all floors and keep scatter rugs 
to a minimum. 


Suffocation — Almost every 
year a dozen children die from 
mechanical  suffociation and 
countless others drown in the 
bathtub. If you discard old re- 
frigerators and other air-tight 
cabinets, remove hinges and 
punch holes in the doors first. 


When purchasing a new re- 
frigerator, get one with a mag- 
netic safety door that can 
easily be pushed open from the 
inside. Don’t leave a_ child 
alone in the bath—even for a 
second. That's how most child 
drownings occur at home. 


Every family needs a Resusi- 
tube Airway for immediate ar- 
tificial respiration. The tube is 
easy to use and will help to re- 
vive an unconscious victim fast- 
er and more efficiently than 
any other method. 

Minor Cuts, Bruises — When 
throwing away’ broken glass, 
razor blades or old utensils, 
wrap them first, then discard 
them immediately. In the kitch- 
en keep utensils neatly ar- 
ranged in drawers or on shelves 
out of reach of children. 


Burns—Turn pot handles in 
and there'll be less chance of 


Poisoning—Keep all polsonous 


medicines in proper labeled 
containers, high out of reach 
of children’s hands. If acci- 
dental poisoning should occur, 
be prepared in advance by hav- 
ing a “universal antidote” on 
hand. Your druggist will make 
it up for you. Force victim to 
vomit, then give him the anti- 
dote. 


A safety check list, designed 
as a public service to help par- 
ents protect and educate ‘their 
small children, has been pre- 
pared by the National Society 
for Crippled Children and 
Adults. 


Titled ‘“‘Is Your Child Safe,” 
the check list is available to 
parents free on request.

First, roughly outline shape 
of sweater on a piece of paper, 
or measure it top to bottom, 
width at shoulders and waist, 
and length of sleeve.

Wash in gsudsy lukewarm 
water, using either mild soap 
or a_ gentletype detergent. 
Squeeze the suds through the 
sweater, liffing,. turning, and 
squeezing gently until clean. 


Rinse just as gently in water 
of the same lukewarm tempera- 
ture. Two or three rinses are 
needed, sometimes more, be- 
fore the water will be clear 
and no soap remains trapped in 
the knit. A way to check this 
is to ball the sweater up in the 
hands, squeezing out excess 
water and then listening. If 
little popping noises can be 
heard, another rinse is indi- 
cated, 


For a final rinse you may 
want to add,one half capful of 
concentrate fabric softener to 
the water before adding the 
sweater. Swish the sweater 
around in the water as before. 


SPREAD FLAT 


After two or three minutes of 
this treatment rinse, ball up 
sweater squeezing lightly to re- 
move dripping water, then

dance of food patches and leav- 
ing plenty of breeding stock. 


“IT well recall- the increase in 
quail in the 1930s, when the first 
Roosevelt farm programs be- 
gan. These early programs 
brought a big increase in the 
interplanting of torn with peas, 
soybeans, the introduction of the 
annual and perennial lespedezas 
and other such plants. Many of 
these crops were left on the 
ground, making ideal conditions 
for quail. 


“IT also recall the tremendous 
growth in pasture acreage and 
cattle production which took 
place after World War II, and 
how the quail population fell 
to one of the lowest figures with 
the close grazing of fields and 
much of the forest, by cattle. 


“Then came the ‘Soil Bank’ 
of the Eisenhower administra- 
tion, with acreage being taken 
out of pastures and crops and 
planted to pines, perennial les- 
pedeza and other valuable food 
plants. For a few years this 
gave excellent forage and cover 
for quail and they certainly in- 
creased abundantly.
